Washington. April 10. — The bill 
relating to the liability of common 
Carrion by railroads passed by the 
house April ♦>, was passed by the 
senate without amendment and with- 
out a division. 

As passed, the bill Is expected lo

.St.it. - supreme court to the eoaHBOB 
carrier liability law of 1X96. decide 1 
to be unconstitntlonal by the court. 
The bill abolishes the atriet common 
law liability which bars the recovery 
for personal Injury or death of an 
employe, occasioned by the negligence 
of a fellow servant. It also relaxes 
the common law rule, which makes 
conti ilmtory negligeuev a defense to 
claims for such injuries, and permits 
the employe to recover for Injur* 
caused by the negligence of a co-em- 
ploye The bi:i d<>e* not bar recov- 
ery, even though the Injured one con- 
tributed by h:s own negligence (o the 
Injury. The amount of recovery Is 
diminished in the same degree that 
the negligence of the injured one con- 
tributed to the Injury.

The choice lies between 
William H. Taft and some person 
whose Identity is not yet disclosed, 
upon whom the leaders of the anti- 
Tiift cause commonly called the Allies, 
think they may yet unite, or at least 
have long thought that they might 
ultimately unite, and that is little 
lik. ly to be Hughes. While antl-Tafi 
leaders have not hesitated to accept 
ti e ht Ip of Hughes' supporters, the 
islter are hardly like'v ever to have 
miiih reason to believe that their 
efforts In Hughes' behalf were effect- 
ive^ directed.
